Higgins, proprietor ot 
the 
Franklin 
House was pkrywg on the porch and a 
gust of wind ,-amc along and carried 
his hat out on to the track, and 
the 
little fellow, unmindful of the 
train 
which was then dashing down 
upon 
him, rushed out on the track to re­ 
cover it. 
William Davis and the fa 
ther at once 
saw the danger to the 
child and rushed to the rescue. Mr. 
Davis reached it first and 
snatched 
the bov from the track and staggered 
off just in time to miss the cowcatcher. 


Two or three seconds more and the 
lives of both Mr. Davis and 
the little 
boy would have been ground out by 
the merciless wheels of the locomotive 


The father who rushed to 
the res­ 
cue of his child was almost paralyzed 
with fright, and a more grateful 
man 
does not live in Berkeley today 
than 
he, knowing that the precious life o f 
his little boy Was saved. 
Indeed he 
has not gotten over the shock yet, 
and hereafter will take the utmost pre 
cautions to see that his child does not 
get near the 
track 
In this connec­

Mrs. Pajne's 
travel in Europe has contributed a 
great many little ornaments which go 
to the grand make up. 


While we were chatting one of the 
children played upon the piano for our 
entertainment. 
The proficiency was 
remarkable for one so young. 
With 
thanks for the kindness shown we went 
into the factory for observation and 
there found everything necessary, in 
the way of machinery and material, to 
build any sized organ for which an or­ 
der might be obtained oh the Coast, 
Hawaii, Japan or China. 
The organ 
pipes are all made at this factory. 


At present there are no orders for 
large new work. 
The business con­ 
sists ot making repairs, 
furnishing 
pipes to other repairers, looking after 
church organs and keeping them con­ 
stantly in good order. 


The outlay for the buildings, ma­ 
chinery and material has been quite 
large but Mr. Paine considered it nec­ 
essary, in order to be able to meet any 
orders which might be given and 
not 
to be dependent upon the East for fur­ 
nishing the supplies. 


Mr. Paine has several patents of his 
own in connection with organ building 
and all the new work he builds has all 
of the latest improvements. 


The organs built at this factory can 
be found all orfr the coast, 
Every­ 
thing about the establishment denotes 
that tbe proprietor thoroughly 
under­ 


stands his business and is well known 
to all of the principal organ manufac­ 
turers in the Eastern States. 


Taking our departure after a longe 
stay really than the time allotted, our 
next course was to view the water 
front at this end of the town. 
While 
the sea front extends two or three 
miles, the northern end of it appears 
to be the best, from the fact that there 
is a long sandy beach upon whi^h it is 
pleasant to walk and watch the spor­ 
tive wave as it curls up, dashes on the 
shore and breaks into a white foam. 


This is a splendid location for the 
erection of bath-houses and swimming 
basins. It would take but a small 
amount of capital to found an excel­ 
lent paying business. 
The beach is 
good and hard and the water is direct 
from the Pacific Ocean. It could be 
used both cold and hot. 
Physicians 
say that no bath is equal to that of salt 
water when properly taken. 
Recrea­ 
tion grounds could-be easily made. A 
small hotel would attract visitors and 
with verandahs about it so that one 
could have a place of rest and view 
the ships which pass in and out of the 
Golden Gate, it would soon make a 
name for itself and consequently 
money for the owner. 
In a clear day 
steamers and large ships can be seen 
nearly twenty miles away. 
In a warm 
dap the light salt sea breeze, which 
naturally comes from the westward, 
there would be no place like it in such 
a short distance from San Francisco or 
Oakland. 


The soft air and the many vessels 
that could be seen out through 
the 
Heads, the small craft that go up into 
San Pablo bay and still further beyond, 
as well as the ferry boats passing to 
and fro and an occasional war vessel 
passing on its way to the Navy Yard 
or on its way to sea, make the view so 
charming and exhiliarating that more 
time was spent 
here 
than was in­ 
tended. 


However, the 
GAZETTE'S space is 
well filled in calling attention to 
this 
natural, unimproved 
section of the 
town to visitors and capitalists abroad 
who are more quickly able to discern 
the beauties and availabilities of this 
kind of property than thoseVho live'in 
the immediate vicinity and soon be­ 
come so accustomed to the sight that 
its real value is lost. 


Probably an expenditure here judi­ 
ciously made of $15,000 would bring 
in an income from $3000 to $5000 per 
annum. 
Eacjj year it would increase. 
Of course the expenses of keeping an 
institution of this kind up to date 
would amount to something but it 
would come back double fold. 


At present quite a business is done 
here in the sale of sand, which is used 
all over Berkeley for building pur­ 
poses. 
Gravel is also taken from some 
parts oi the beach and used for con­ 
crete sidewalks and garden purposes.

ROYAL FLUSHES A DELUSION. 


Skillful Workmautatp Displayed i n It* 
Mannteetara—look* With Simple Mech­ 
anism That Are Extremely Hard to-Open 


If Too Don* KkdW Bow. 


The latest burglar proof safes and 
vaults are magnificent 
gpooimonri of 
skillful workmanship. 
Although the 
doors, often weigh tons, they swing as 
easily on their hinges as a window shut­ 
ter.' After the first great door is thrown 
back and displays its glittering array of 
bright looks, its glass Incased clocks 
and its smooth steel bolts there is an­ 
other door almost as strbng, with bolts 
and looks of its own. When this is open 
it reveals three other doors. 
The upper 
two are of thin steel and have no lotto. 
Only papers and books are to be kept in 
the little pockets or pigeonholes which 
they inclose. 


Under them and shutting in the cash 
drawer there is the third door with its 
own look and bolts. 
In this safe the 
size of the cash repository bears about 
the same relation to the size of the 
whole safe as a pumpkin seed does to 
the pumpkin. And it is not only burglarj 
proof but fireproof—warranted, in fact, 
to stand for at least 75 hours the great­ 
est amount of heat that any burning 
building could give i t 


The making of a safe of this kind is 
a complicated and expensive operation. 
All the steel used comes in the form of 
plates from the works. 
After having 
the necessary screw holes bored in them 
they are heated to a high temperature 
and then*tempep6d by suddenly immerse 
ing them in water. When they come out 
they are often a little twisted and 
warped, and have to be rolled cold and 
sometimes polished clean by a swiftly 
moving emery wheeL The noise of this 
operation is ear splitting and so rasping 
that a man with ordinary nerves can 
hardly endure i t When the plate is per­ 
fectly level it is transferred to another 
machine, where it is clamped tight, and 
an emery wheel shaves off the edges. 


The plates are now put together, first 
one of hard steel, then one of wrought 
iron or soft steel, and so on until the 
necessary thickness is obtained. 
From 
the iron the safe receives its tenacious 
qualities—it cannot be cracked or bro­ 
ken as easily as steel, and the steel im­ 
parts a hardness that defies the burglar's 
drill. The sarews are also made of com­ 
bined steel and iron. 
Each of them is 
only long enough to reach through two 
plates, and the screws whioh join the 
third, fourth and fifth plates to the first 
are never directly under any other 
sorewB, so that there is no chance for a 
burglar to bore down through a row of 
screws. The plates are also drawn very 
dose together, for if any space'was left 
between them a safe blower might suc­ 
ceed in getting his dynamite into i t ' 


Between the interior and exterior 
walls of the safe a large amount of hy­ 
draulic cement, combined with Other in­ 
gredients, usually according to a secret 
recipe, is packed solidly. In case of fire 
the theory is that the water in the oe- 
ment—about 48 per cent—will, owing 
to the heat of the outside covering, be- 
oome steam, partially, at least, and be 
driven close to the inner walL 
Here it 
will remain and furnish a blanket im­ 
pervious to heat All the bolts are cylin­ 
drical and from an inch up to two inches' 
in diameter. 


Combination looks are now used ex­ 
clusively. 
The mechanism of most of 
them is extremely simpla 
In one look 
there are a number of round brass disks 
or "tumblers," each pivoted at the cen­ 
ter on a small shaft which runs through 
the safe door and connects with the look 
knob. Each tumbler has a slit in it just 
the size of the steel arm whioh controls 
the bolts and reaching nearly back to 
the center. 
When all these slits are to­ 
gether and pointing in exactly the same 
direction the arm slips into them and 
the bolts can be thrown. But if the slit 
in a single one of the tumblers is even 
a thousandth of an inch out of line the 
arm will not slip back. 
The disks are 
set a short distance apart and small 
screws with big heads are fastened at 
random over them. 
As these strike to­ 
gether in turning the tumblers whirl, 
and a man. might turn the look knob a 
thousand yean without onoe getting the 
slits in all the tumblers together. Bnt 
the man who knows just how far to 
turn one way and then how far bank 
again according to thje combination num­ 
bers has no trouble at all 


The combination and numbers are eas­ 
ily changed by changing the screws in 
the disk. 
Many of the best safes and 
vaults are now being provided with 
time looks. 
Two and sometimes three 
docks are inclosed in glass oases just in­ 
side of the safe door. When the door is 
looked, no one can open it again nntil 
the dock hands have traveled the set 
distance around the dial and touched a 
little trigger whioh releases the bolts. 
More than one clock is used, so that if 
one runs down the others will goon and 
perform their duty. 
In the big banks 
the vaults are closed about 5 o'clock in 
the evening and set to open a little be­ 
fore 9 o'clock in the morning. 
It is a 
general impression that an expert bur­ 
glar can oponacombination look by lis­ 
tening to the clicking sounds, but deal­ 
ers say it is not possible for any one to 
do it 
If a saiK owner forgets his com­ 
bination, the safe has to be bored into. 
There is no other way of opening i t — 
Chicago Record.

The great pianist courteously replied 
that nothing would give him greater 
pleasure. 


After the young lady had dashed off 
several selections Paderewski said: 


"To get the greatest enjoyment from 
the piano the musio must not only 
be heard, but tho performer should be 
seen. The performer should therefore be 
careful of bis or her position at the in­ 
strument. 


" I will be frank with yon and say 
that I preferred to see rather than hear 
your daughter play. I might better say 
that I looked more than I listened. She 
held herself correctly. There is nothing 
I hate more than a listless, careless pos­ 
ture of the body while playing.

If his courage is accused, so has that 
of Marlborough been, and the evidence 
of Malcolm MoLeod, "never was a man 
not a coward so prudent, nor a man not 
rash so brave," may be taken as dispos*- 
ing of a childishly malevolent accusa­ 
tion. He was gentle and considerate till 
misfortune taught him suspicion and 
hope deferred made the heart sick. The 
exposure, whioh he bore so gallantly in 
the highlands, and the habits of that 
country, taught him his fatal vice, which 
corrupted and debased a character nat­ 
urally noble and generous.—Scribner's'

Kleotrio Light Test. 


The public is becoming quite know­ 
ing in many branches of electric knowl­ 
edge, and in none more than in the de­ 
termination, with greater or less accu­ 
racy, of the efficiency of the electric light. 
At one time a central station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus­ 
tomers as a 16 oandle power a light tbat 
the ordinary gas jet would be an im­ 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
are more critical, and they have a very 
shrewd idea as to whether they are get­ 
ting as much light as they are paying 
for. If they have any doubt on the sub­ 
ject, it can be easily set at rest. 


The latest method of measuring illn- 
mination is based upon the principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, on a 
printed page, must have a definite value 
in orcrer to render the printed characters 
just legible, and that the intensity of il­ 
lumination BO required will, for a nor­ 
mal eye, depend upon the size and char­ 
acter of the print. A small printed tab­ 
let is placed in a darkened box and ex­ 
posed to illumination from a translucent 
plate of glass or porcelain, whioh re­ 
ceives directly on its surface the light 
whose intensity is to be measured. The 
area of the translucent plate is then 
varied until the amount of light received 
by the test characters just renders them 
visible. A scale is provided by reference 
to whioh the exact degree of candle pow­ 
er of the illumination is determined.— 
New York Times.

A Confederate Band Whioh Deserted In 
Body to Washing-ton. 


In the lat'.cr part of the month of 
March, 186"), Washington saw many 
signs of coliupf-n of the rebellion. The 
Confederate winy appeared to be badly 
demoralized, and deserters, who arrived 
constantly in large numbers, reported 
that men from Alabama, Georgia, Flor­ 
ida and the Carolinas could not be ex­ 
pected to *bave any heart in a fight | 
which then seemed only for tho defense i 
of Virginia, while their own states were 
overrun by the armies of the Union. 
Dnring the month of March more than 
8,000 deserters were received at Wash­ 
ington, and great numbers were quar­ 
tered at Fort Monroe, Annapolis and 
other points nearer the lines, where they 
were put to work in the quartermaster's 
department or in the naval service. 


One curiosity of the times was a Con­ 
federate regimental band which had de­ 
serted in a body with its instruments 
and was allowed to march through the 
streets of the national capital playing 
Union airs. This was one of the oddest 
signs of the final break up. 
People re­ 
called a story, told by Hooker, that 
when the Union army scaled and occu­ 
pied Lookout Mountain a rebel sentry 
on duty on tho crost of one of the most 
difficult precipices saw oar men pile np 
in solid masses over steeps which had 
been thought inaccessible and was so 
surprised that he forgot to run, but 
stood with feet rooted to the spot, 
watching the Union force climbing up, 
and streaming past him, and driving 
the enemy far to the rear, until he was 
left alone, a Btatue of amazement. Re­ 
covering himself at last, he threw down 
his musket, stripped off his rebel gray 
jacket, stood on them both, and looking 
far off to the sunny south stretched out 
as a map below him, said, "How are 
you, Southern Confederacy?" 


But notwithstanding such indications 
of a collapse of tho rebellion at this very 
time many northern Union newspapers, 
led by Horace Greeley and others of his j 
stamp, were demanding that appeals | 
should be made to the southern people 
• 'to stop the flow of blood and the waste 
1 
of treasure," and that some message! 
should be sent to the southerners "so I 
terse that is will surely be circulated • 
and so lucid that it cannot be miscon- : 
strued or perverted,'' by way of an in- I 
vitation to cease 
fighting. 
Curiously 
enough, the nearer the ti«ne came for a 
final surrender the more fervid was the 
demand for negotiation and appeal from 
tho unreasonable radicals in the ranks 
of northern Unionists. But all this was 
soon to end, and while a small party 
was asking, "Why not negotiate?" the 
downfall came.—Noah Brooks in Cen­ 
tury. 


Food Tin Cans. 


In a recent government report by Dr. 
H W. Wiley it is stated that in Ger­ 
many the law requires that the tins em­ 
ployed for holding canned goods shall 
not contain more than 1 per cent of lead, 
while in this country there is no restric­ 
tion whatever in regard to the character 
of the tin used, the result of this latter 
fact being the employment of cans in 
some cases containing as high as 12 per 
cent of lead. This practice prevails, not­ 
withstanding the unanimity 
among 
physiologists as to the effect of lead salts 
upon the human system, the continual 
ingestion of even minute quantities of 
lead into the system being followed 
eventually by the most serious conse­ 
quences—painter's colic, lead palsy and J 
other trying diseases well known to 
physicians being the direct effects of 
j continual exposure of the system to any 
1 
such minute portions of lead salts. It is 
said to be possible to exclude the latter 
by requiring that the tin shall not con- • 
tain more than, say, 1 % per cent of 
lead; also that the solder ba, as free 
i from lead as possible.

Ey,ery mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers,, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then It shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 
3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax-of every person liable therefor, and on 
the n'glect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of .his deputies in the collection of the. State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liible to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

One of these was of a kind quite com­ 
mon in the seventeenth century and con­ 
sisted of a lamp burner placed at the 
base of a glass oil' receptacle mounted 
vertically on a suitable standard. The 
oil reservoir had'attaohed to it a scale, 
facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning at 4 o'clock in the aft­ 
ernoon, at which time the lamp was to 
be lighted in winter, and ending at 7 
o'clock in the morning. 
The,lamp be­ 
ing lighted, the gradually descending 
level of the oil, as combustion proceed- * 
ed, marked the hours. 
' 
^ 


The other device, of later arijpnTHat- 
ing back to the,beginning of the present 
century, utilised the same principle. It 
consisted of' two communicating oil 
chambers, superposed by a clock dial 
In one of the chambers was placed a 
night lamp to illuminate this dial, and 
in the. other was suspended a float from 
a cord which passed around a small pul­ 
ley. The latter was mounted on a hori­ 
zontal axis ending in the center of the 
dial 
The float of course, descended as 
the oil wis pon/mmed and carried the 
index hand along with it, thus making 
the hours precisely as in the case already 
cited. At their best these timepieces 
could have had only an indifferent de­ 
gree of aeenracy, yet they probably 
served their purpose well and certainly 
are interesting at the present time as 
illustrating some of the expedients 
adopted by mechanicians of an earlier 
period.—Cassier's Magamne.

The Zonla Think the Heavenly Phenome­ 
non Km bodies the Form of • Demon. 
Captain Trevitt W. Okey of Los An­ 
geles, CaL, for many years stationed in 
Arizona and New Mexioo with the reg­ 
ular army, told abbnt the myths and 
superstitions of the Zuni Indians to a 
group of friends at a Broadway hotel 
one evening. 


"In the Zuni mind," said he, "the 
rainbow has ever been a deified animal, 
having the attributes of a human being 
and also the body and some of the func­ 
tions of a measuring worm. 
Obviously 
the striped back and arched attitude of 
the measuring worm, its sudden appear­ 
ance and disappearance among the leaves 
of the plants which it inhabits, are the 
analogies upon which this personifica­ 
tion is based. As the measuring worm 
consumes the herbage of the plants and 
causes them to dry up, so the rainbow, 
which appears only after the rain, is 
supposed by the simple minded Indian 
to cause a cessation of rain, and conse­ 
quently to be the originator of droughts, 
under the influence of which plants 
wither away, as they do under the rav­ 
ages of the measuring worms. 


"It will be seen"that the visible phe­ 
nomenon called the rainbow gets by anal­ 
ogy the personality of the measuring 
worm, while from the worm in turn the 
rainbow gets its function as a god. Of 
this the cessation of the rain on the ap­ 
pearance of the rainbow is adduced ' as 
proof. 
The fading of the flowers is at­ 
tributed to the rainbow, which, consum­ 
ing their imperceptible existences, thus 
derives his brilliant coloring, just as it 
is believed that the measuring worm 
gets his green, yellow and red stripes 
from the leaves and flowers which it 
devours. 


"The influence of this union upon the 
Zuni mind is to place the rainbow 
among the malignant gods. It is fre­ 
quently painted on war shields and made 
a demon to be propitiated, yet shunned. 
When a rainbow appears in the sky, the 
Zuni Indians and those of many other 
tribes turn their backs upon the beauti­ 
ful sight and covertly imprecate the 
unfriendly spirit "—New York World.
